But obviously education alone will not 
effect those structural changes in the traf- 
fic system that must be made if congestion 
and confusion and wild driving ere to be

The en'\yrgement and improvement of 
the traffic system depend upon a profes- 
sional traffic survey, as so many other

When he finally left Britain, no 
longer king, the Duke says 

“So far as I was concerned, love 
had triumphed over the machina- 
tions of politics. 

“Tf it had proved my fate to sac- 
rifice my cherished British heritage 
along with all the years in its 
service, I today draw comfort from 
the knowledge that time has long 
since sanctified a true and faithfu 
union.”
